Because she told conflicting stor- 
ies regarding the death ot Charles 
tAtherton to relatives of the 
dead 


~Nman, a warrant was iss"ued Wednes 


day at Cannonsburg, Pa., for the ar- 
rest of Mrs. Annalou Treen, wife of 
Azor Treen of Utiea. 


The warrant was issued on the af- 
fidavit of a brother-in-law of 
the 


•dead man and was served Wednesday 
night on the defendant in the vil- 
lage lockup. Mrs. Treen was arrest- 
ed toy the village authorities and was 
slated '"held for warrant." The ar- 
rest was made on information 
re- 


ceived from the authorities of Can- 
nonsburg, who stated, that an officer 
would be sent with the necessary pa- 
pers Wednesday evening. 


Charles Atherton died in the hos- 
pital at Cannonsburg 
last Friday 


morning at 12:25 o'clock, trom a bul- 
let wound in 
the 
head 
received 
from 
a 
32-calibre 
revolver. The 
wound was inflicted last Thursday 
afternoon in a room at 218 Orchard 
avenue, in Cannonsburg, where Ath- 
erton and Mrs. Treen were rooming 


After Atherton's death 'the coron- 
returned u \erdiet of accidental 
death. As Mrs. Treen was the only 
person in position to throw any lignt 
on the tragedy, ^ the verdict was 
found chiejfly on^ her testimony. 


Mrs. Treen left Utica this morn- 
ing about 8 o'clock on B. & O. tram 
No. 14,, in -charge tof Constable J. J. 
Miller of Caunorisburg, to ret'urn to 
that place, where she will tace a 
charge of murder. 


Mrs. 
Treen 
took 
her 
arrest 


very coolly and 
smilingly asserted 


her willingness to return to Can- 
nonsburg and tell all she knew 
of 


the tragedy. She said it was purelj 
a case of accidental death and thai 
she was in no way responsible for 
Atherton's death. 
She talked willingly to the news- 
paper reporters, told her version ot 
the affair, and up to this time her 
statements have not been successlul- 
ly contradicted. 
According to the 
statements -of both Mrs. Treen and 
relatives of the dead man, her great 
est offense seems to be her endeav- 
or to conceal the facts surrounding 
what she alleges was Atherton's ac- 
cidental self-destruction. 
Four weeks ago last Monday, Mrs 


Treen eloped from Utica with Chas 
Atherton. 
She had known him 
a 


short time, having become acquainted 
with him after he moved into the vi 
cinity of her home 


Mrs. 
Treen left three small child- 


ren at home when she left, taking 
the youngest, a 2-year-old daughte) . 
They arrived in Cannonsburg 
four 


weeks ago Wednesday and took s 
room at the Orchard avenue house 
Mrs. Treen's little daughter was with 
them the entire lime. 


Atherton had been promised worl- 


in the vicinity of Cannosburg and 
went there to take this position, 
He worked but little. 
According 
to the story related by Mrs. Treen 
toe spent much of his time drinking 
Treen, the husband, sought to lo- 
cate his wife and succeeded in trac- 
ing her to Cannonsburg and expected 
to go to that place to bring her back 
.when word was received at Utica of 
'Atherton's death. Mrs. Treen soon 
followed and notified 'her husband 
of her arrival in Newark last Sat- 
urday night. 


When she .reached Newark, she 


called George Mossholder, Atherton's 
brother-in-law, on the telephone and 
told him of At'herton's 
death. 
Al 
that time she said he was in a sa- 
loon in Pittsburg, drinking and gam- 
bling. 
.She claimed, according 
to 


Mossholder's statement, that 
aftei 
losing all his money he shot himself 


She said 'he was wounded in the 


abdomen and had been taken to the 
Mercy hospital, where he died. Ath- 
erton's relatives were not satisfied 
with her information and they im- 
mediately called the Mercy hospital 
on t'he telephone and inquired about 
Atherton. 


According to Mossholder's state- 


ment the "hospital authorities stated 
that Atherton had been received at 
the "hospital and was badly hurt, but 
was getting 
along all 
right. The 


Utica relatives were instructed to 
•write to the hospital attaches an<l 
full particulars would follow by re- 
turn mail. 


When this letter reached Pittsburg 
the hospital nurses immediately dis- 
covered that a mistake 
had 
been 
made and that t'heir patient was not 
the man inquired after by the Utica 
relatives, but a man with a 
name 


somewhat similar. The confusion in 
names resulted from an unsatisfac- 
tory talk over the long distance tel- 
ephone. 


They immediately wrote to 
Mr. 
Mossholder, informing him of 
the 


mistake and 'he "decided to investi- 
gate personally, with another bioth- 
er-in-law, Clarence H. Barnes, 
he

left for Pittsburg.

They sought the aid! 
and the rounds ot the hospitals and 
undertakers were made, without sdc- 
ceeding m locating Atherton or his 
body. 


They then went to Cannonsburg, 
where they found the body in the 
morgue, of the McNair undertaking 
establishment. 
After learning 
the 
details of his death they caused a 
warrant to be issued for .the arrest 
of Mrs. Treen and word was sent to 
Utica to hold her for the arrival of 
the Cannonsburg constable. 


After her arrest, Mrs.'Treen told 
the story of Atherton's death. This 
was the same i elated ,to newspaper 
men at the B. & O. station Thurs- 
day morning while the train 
was 


standing. She was seated with 'Con- 
stable J. J. Miller and they 
both 
greeted the newspaper men 
pleas- 
antly. 


Mrs. 
Treen willingly consented to 


be interviewed. She denied that she 
was of foreign birth, in answer to a 
question from one of the reporters. 
"Can't you hear most 
anything?" 
she said with a toss of the head. 


"I'll tell you the whole story," she 
said 
"I have nothing to fear from 


any investigation. 
The shooting was 


merely an accident. "Atherton 
was 
sitting in a big Morris chair work- 
ing with a revolver,, when the weap- 
on was discharged. 


"Earlier in the afternoon he had 
purchased a suit of 
underclothing 
and other clothing. He came to the 
room and tried them-on and found

Ciezuch died in an ambulance on 
the way to a hospital. The mother 
was away from home at the time ot 
the tragedy. It is aid that Ciezuch 
was despondent because he was oui 
of work, so killed himself a'nd chil 
dren. 
Horror stricken and unable to find 
her voice to scream an alarm; M'rs 
Joseph Kiscelski, it developed last 
night, saw the

children and then kill himself. She 
had gone to the house to see. Mrs. 
Ciezuch., Hearing a child scream she 
looked through the window and saw 
Ciezuch seated on the bed with his 
boy across his knee and a razor in 
his hand. 
"Father, please don't kill me, I am 
holding a cross," she heard the child 
say and then saw the razor almost 
sever his neck 


Then the father caught up tlie gin 
and slashed her throat. 
Without 


pausing He then drew the blade over 
his own throat." 
- Speechless with horror and fright 
the woman ran away, her courage to 
tell the story returning an hour later.

The man. who fired the shots which 
killed Rice is in' the, penitentiaryBun- 
der a three-year sentence 'baised upon 
a conviction for roobery secured !n 
Cleveland in November, 1910, Di Maio 
declared yesterday. He spent most' of 
the day in Columbus. 


Three men are directly implicated, in 
the confession. Di Maio added. ^The, 
one wht>' fired the fatal shots .anfl. a 
second, man are in the penitentiary 
and the third, he said,- is in custody 
under a fictitious name. Di Maio re- 
fused either to divulge the name or the 
whereabouts of the third man, .He^ill 
be-produced- in ' -Cleyelaria: "shortly"; 
however, Di Maio said. 


"I have the'confession/Mght'"nere*'Jh^ 
my pocket, Di Maio remarked, signifi- 
cantly, as he tapped his-coat fro"nt. 
"How and why I got itvl am not at 
liberty to state. As soon as a few- 
minor details are cleared 
away the 


complete facts can be made known and 
not before." 


Pietro Tomasello,,-who was "arrested 
in Brooklyn in November of 1910, tried 
and convicted at Cleveland for a 
chicken robbery committed at Blue- 
stone, East Cleveland, and who is 
serving a tnree-year sentence in the 
penitentiary, is the man suspected o£ 
firing ftie shots which killed Rice, it 
was said. 


"Vencenzo Pelato, arrested in Black 


Diamond, Cal,, and convisted and .sen- 
tenced to a five-year term for the same 
robbery, is said to be the one making 
the confession. Pelato, according to 
his own purported statement, was one 
of the three who mixed in the fight 
with Rice. 


Mr. Rice spent the evening at the 
Euclid Club and was walking toward 
his home, not far" away, when slain. 


If Detective Di Maio secured , the 


confession at the prison he did not so 
inform Warden Jones, it was 'stated at 
the prison yesterday.

man by Rice as they were leaving the 
yard of R. I. Palmer, a neighbor. The 
three were carrying a bag of chickens. 


According to the confession, Rice at- 


tempted to hold one of the men, and

War Develops Its Own Commanders. 


Senators TKornton and Nelson Fought 
on Opposite Sides In Same Battle. 
Andrew Carnegie Gives a New Twi*t 
to One of His Own Sayings. 


By ARTHUR W. DUNN. 


•Washington, Feb. 15. — [Special.] — 


Constant pleas are made by both the 
army and navy for higher rank for 
men iu. command ot armies in the field 
and the fleets at sea. It is insisted that 
an tu-my such as we have in the United 
States should be commanded by a lieu- 
tenant general and that we should 
have two or three vice admirals for our 
different fleets. 


The trouble about hSgli rank and com- 


mand is that they do not go together. 
After the Spanish war -we had a string 
of lieutenant generals and only one 
commanded an army\and he for a brief 
time in the Philippines. V/e created a 
grade of admiral for the -uetor of Ma- 
nila bay, and lie has not commanded 
anything since. It -we had the higher 
grades they would go to old men and 
favorites who are too old or unfit to 
command in real times of trouble. 


Fighters Develop In War. 


Real fighters, men born to command, 


develop in time of war. That was the 
case in the civil^war. None of the men 
picked in the early stages of the con- 
flict made good. The real officers de- 
veloped as the war progressed. 
"We 


might train a dozen, lieutenant gener- 
als and the same number of vice ad- 
mirals, and yet in case of war no doubt 
they would go into the discard. None 
of our rear admirals made records in 
the Spanish war. The sea fighting -was 
done by commodores and captains. "We 
can look in vain for anything like dis- 
tinguished service by those who were 
major generals at the beginning of the 
same war. Other officers did the -work. 
' 
Honors Lavishly-Bestowed. 


It is also remembered that immedi- 


ately after the Spanish war a half 
dozen or more men, whose names can- 
not now be remembered, were given 
the rank of lieutenant general, a rank 
that was not given to Thomas, Han- 
cock, Meade, Slocum, Burnside, Hook- 
er. X,ogan, Kawlins, McClellan, Rose- 
crans, Wilson, Banks; ^Sedgwick, Ter- 
ry, Crook, Howard, Haileck and half 
a dozen others whose names spring 
into the mind when we talk of civil 
war fighters 


Survivors of a Famous Siege. 


TThen Senator Thornton of Alexan- 


dria, La., came to the senate about a 
year ago one of the first- men he met 
from, the north -was Senator Knute 
Xelson of Alexandria, Minn. 


"I wanted to meet you," said the

is a good town. I was in your home 
during the war, shortly after I 
wounded 111 battle.'' 


v Further inquiry developed the fact 
that tho two men h.id fought on op- 
pofcite sides at the battle of Port Hud- 
son, where Mr. Xelson was wounded 
and taken prisoner. Bofh senators 
were on the public lands committee 
together, and both are farmers. Chief 
Justice White of the supreme court 
and Senator Warren of Wyoming 
were on opposite sides in the same 
siege, which was ended by the news 
that Vicksburg had surrendered. They 
often get together and exchange expe- 
riences of those stoimy days.

OME wives feel aggrieved that their husbands "bury themselves in the 
.newspaper at the breakfast table, and that all they hear in response 
to conversational attempts is "M-m-mm-eh-mm," and such edifying 
replies. 


There may or" may not be reason to feel aggrieved. But to say that 


every man who does this is selfish and inconsiderate would hardly be just, 
without hearing the man's side of the case. * 


We all do want to know the morning news. Most of us have as keen 


an appetite for it as for the breakfast itself. If some men do not read 
the 
paper at the breakfast 
table, they have no other time to 


read it.* And when this is the case, the" wife certainly should cheerfully 
grant him the privilege. But when a man can read it on his'way to busi- 
ness, it does seem thoughtless of him to give no consideration to his wife 
all during the morning meal. 
But whatever may be his excuse, if he has 


the newspaper habit at the breakfast table, it would be better for the wife 
to provide herself also with a paper or a book, or a pad and pencil and 
plan out the day's menus, than to nag and scold and feel aggrieved.
